Our office manager recently noticed a drop off in our mail volume. Indeed, some bills and 
other correspondence were not getting to the office. Last week Wanda left a note for the 
mail person. 

Monday morning (3/2/2020) we had approximately 80 pieces of mail delivered. Some of the 
mail dated as far back as November of last year. Included in this mail were bank checks 
that you had sent for offering. 

First, let me assure everyone that it was the US Post Office that lost the mail. We have 
been in contact with the Postmaster and with our regular carrier. Our carrier had surgery in 
early December and just returned to work last week. Upon seeing the note, she started 
looking. Mail was found in vacant mail slots and a large container was never sorted or de¬ 
livered by the substitute carrier. This effected many businesses in the Waterford com¬ 
plex. The postmaster has assured us this problem has been rectified and will not 
happen again. 

All checks have been posted and deposited. The total is $11,550.41 

We would ask everyone, especially if you mailed your check, to please check your 
REALM giving and/or bank statements to be sure there are no outstanding 
checks. We want to thank you for your generosity to God’s mission with your pledges.

Keeping the bridge Healthy 


Information on the spread of flu and the corona virus changes daily. That fluidity and misin¬ 
formation continue to cause concern and uncertainty. The CDC site cdc.gov/ 
coronavirus/2019-ncov/specific-qroups/index.html provides daily factual updates which 
also include risk assessments and recommendations for everyday preventative actions. The 
World Health Organization site www.who.int also offers rolling updates, situation reports, 
and travel advice. Those worried about travel plans can also get information from the State 
Department Travel Advisory at https://travel.state.qov/content/travel/en/traveladvisories/ 
traveladvisories/worldwide-caution.html 


. Below are the CDC recommendations: 

FLU & Virus Prevention 

1. Avoid close contact. 

Avoid close contact with people who are sick. When you are sick, keep your distance 
from others to protect them from getting sick too. NOTE: Masks are for those who are 
ill, not those who are well. 

2. Stay home when you are sick. 

If possible, stay home from work, school, and errands when you are sick. This will help 
prevent spreading your illness to others. 

3. Cover your mouth and nose. 

Cover your mouth and nose with a tissue when coughing or sneezing. It may prevent 
those around you from getting sick. Flu and other serious respiratory illnesses, like 
respiratory syncytial virus (RSV), whooping cough, and severe acute respiratory syn¬ 
drome (SARS), are spread by cough, sneezing, or unclean hands. 

4. Clean your hands. 

Washing your hands often will help protect you from germs. If soap and water are not 
available, use an alcohol-based sanitizer. 

5. Avoid touching your eyes, nose or mouth. 

Germs are often spread when a person touches something that is contaminated with 
germs and then touches his or her eyes, nose, or mouth. 

6. Practice other good health habits. 

Clean and disinfect frequently touched surfaces at home, work or school, especially 
when someone is ill. Get plenty of sleep, be physically active, manage your stress, 
drink plenty of fluids, and eat nutritious food. 

For Work or Meetings 

• Routinely clean frequently touched objects and surfaces, including doorknobs, keyboards, 
light switches, handrails, and phones to help remove germs. 

• Make sure the facility has an adequate supply of tissues, soap, paper towels, alcohol- 
based hand rubs, and disposable wipes. 

• Train others on how to do your job or conduct your meeting so they can cover for you in 
case you or a family member gets sick and you need to stay home. 

• If you begin to feel sick while at work or during a meeting, go home as soon as possible! 

• As the situation develops, know your organization’s plans for dealing with an outbreak e.g. 
communicating schedule changes, instituting new procedures, taking additional precautions.
